IMPROVE THE GRAIN, 


Eprror BULLETIN. 


Srr: Now that the bulk of the 


threshing is over, it is advisable in mak- | 


ing a review of the season’s crop to note 
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those points in which experience has | 


already shown 
possible. 

The Edmonton district as « wheat 
producing centre is now universally 
admitted to be second to none as re- 
gards both yield to the acre and quulity, 
but we farmers must bear in mind 


that since our markets are operated on | 


an export basis it is absolutely neces- 
sary that we should pay greater atten- 


tion to a careful selection of pure and | 
clean seed and by so doing raise the | 


staudard of our wheat to the highest 
possible point of excellence, thus im- 
proving the reputation of our country 
and very materially increasing our 
income. 

It is an undeniable fact that a large 
quantity of otherwise excellent wheat 
has been delivered at the elevators, 
more or less depreciated in value by 
being smutty. In many cases as much as 
l5e a bushel has been lost to the pro- 
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lucers on account of smut and as this 


is certainly preventable by the.use of 
blue stone, next year’s crop should 
chow a marked improvement in this 
respect if we benefit by experience as 
we should do. 

In this settlement wheat has aver 
aged a little over 35 bushels to the 
acre, which is largely in excess of the 
anticipated yield. 

The oat and barley crop has been 
geverally badly infected by smut and 
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the yield as well as quality has been | 


reduced on that account.
